who, living only by their Labour, are left to ſtarve : And which makes ic 
yet more lawleſs, they are Prelis'd pretendedly for Sea-Service, but moſt 
part of them are preſt by the Money of our Captains come out of Fiangers, 
to ſerye under them at Land, direCtly againſt our Englih Laws, forbidding 
that any ſhould be prelt for Lard-Serwice ;, and fo, as they was laſt Year, 
they are carried from Ship-bozrd into Flanders whether they will or no; not 
only to ſcrye at Land in a Foreign Country, but'to fight roo for the latereſt 
of Foreigners , where they ſhall be badly paid, and uſed like Dogs by the 
very Perſons they come to defend. Indeed, you gave order that a Servant 
of one of your Members ſhould be ſought after, and brought back : Bur ſince 
you ſee by that, that they force away any Subject without making any di- 
ſtinftion; Why was there not an Order made to regulate the Preſſize, and 
reſtraining Preſs- Maſters from ſuch licenticus Villainies, and treating the
